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This manual provides a summary of the charac- 
teristics used for the national employment, hours, 
and earnings series produced and published in the 
Current Employment Stetistics (BLS-790) progran. 
Items are shown in the followine order: 


1. SIC code, based on the 1987 Standard Industrial 


Classification Manuval. Certain aggregations, such as 
total nonfarm, do not have corresponding SIC codes; 


others are combinations of several SIC codes. 
2. 1987 SIC-based industry title. 


3. BLS tabulation code: A unique code assigned 
to ell CES series and aggregations. 


4. The series produced for each primery industry 
and higher eggregation are indicated by the 
following letter codes. These indicate that a 
series is used either for publication or for 
weighting published series at a higher level. 
(Special derivative series, such as indexes of 
weekly payrolls and hours, are not indicated here.)
